The Inland Revenue has 
more than doubled its yield 
from investigation work, in real 
terms, since 1978. 


The department has told Sir 
Gordon Downey, Comptroller 
and Auditor General, that the 
yield from investigations in 
terms Of tax, interest and 
penalties, had risen from about 
£8O0m in 1978 to more than 
£340m last year, “representing a 
2 #2 fold increase in real terms”.

Our country has never had much 
of a philosophy of urban life - the 
sort of philosophy familiar over two 
millenia to continental Europeans — 
and of our three historical political 
groupings, Conservatism has been 
the least interested in, and most 
fearful of big cities.

The economic orthodoxy that 
has served us since the war is 
breaking down, ard this is only 
in parî a consequence of 
theoretical disagreement.

No classification is more in 
need of change than the one we 
used to describe the world 
economy.

This classification no longer 
works. We now need a four- 
quadrant classification: norlh 
west, north east, soûth east and 


south west. 
The north west ~ the 
developed world — comprises 


Western Europe, North 
America and Australasia. The 
big advantage of this classifi- 
cation is that it gets us away 
from the misleading concept of 
organization of economic 
cooperation and development 
(Oecd) countries normally 
used, and perpetuated in the 
statistics. ll is misleading 
because ihe Oecd countries 
include Japan, which is clearly 
not a typical developed country.

Although financial appli-

Computer 
Associates has released a PC 
package, CA-Executive, with 
links 1o the CA-Universe 
mainframe relational database, 
which managing director Clif- 
ford Smith believes will widen 
the scope of applications. 


“The most important aspect 
is that users are able to analyse 
data in all sorts of ways.

With salaries at about

writers, it is hardly surprising 
that those with the commor 
touch graduate to marketing as 
fast as possible. 

Large companies, however, 
can afford to spend money on 
the writing, and on the all-im- 
portant design and packaging 
that comes later, in preparation 
for the marketing hype.

Software documentation has 
beer notoriously bad, or just 
plain boring, in the past. In the 
infancy of the wıicrocormputer 
you were Iucky to get any at all, 
and if you did it was probably 
impenetrable as it was generally 
written by the prograrnuner, for 
the programmer. In the days of 

computing, it didn't 
matter so mach if the documen- 
tation was a sbabby printout, 
scribbled with updates and 
maintenance notes. 

The packaged software indus- 
try demanded a ırore rigorous 
attitude to documentation. With 
the arrival of the high-rolume 
competitive microsoftware 
trade, documentation not only 
had to be complete, accurate and 


lucid, but picturesque as well. 

Increasingly the manuals and 
other marketing literature play 
a large part in selling the 
product. Hence the emergence 
of specialized documentation 
ouses. 

“The programmer is the 
worsî possible person to prodnce 
documentation, because be or 
she is usually 1oo ciose to the 
product" said Julie Baddeley, 
cofounder of one such firm, 
Baddeley Assocîates. Julie 
Baddeley and her colleagues 
mork closcly with the software 
developers, winkling infor- 
mation out of the programmers 
and turning ît into clear, concîse 
prose, illustrated with line 
drawings.

friendship 


By the Lime these computer 
literate school leavers reach 
executive positions. probably in 
about ten years’ Lime, the 
average personal computer will 
be a 32-bit machine with 10 or 
20 Megabytes ofr memory. The 
question for the software 
industry is not only the type of 
soflware ‘best able to exploit the 
cxira power, but also, ifl 
tomorrow's executives are nol 
mouse-fanciers, where else will 
their inclinations lie? 
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Most users of software would 
like an experienced guru stand- 
ing at the shoulder offering 
helpful advice when things go 
wroug. hat they get instead is 
a manval. : 

Anyone who has stroggled 
mith an umfriendly computer 
kaos the importance of good 
documentation. Faced with the 
lonely flashing cursor or the 
ùbscure prompt, most users turn 
1f the manual with a sigh. 
Software manuals are rarely fun 
to read. 

Software documentation 
tends 10 presume its users have 
followed ali the instructions 
correctly. Unfortunately people 
need help most when they 
cannot understand what it is 
they have done wrong. Frus- 
tration seis in when whatever is 
happening on the screen scems 
tn bear no relation (o the text in 
the manual, and especially when 
the manual has no index. 

Too often the baffled user 
rvaches for the phone, asking 
for cxplanaiion and comfort.

Is the French Thomson group 
going to achieve the same sort 
of success in France with its 
new MOS computer as Acorn 
i is 0 io e 
inning of May the Fenci 
Government informed Thom- 
son that this 48K memory 
machine bad been selected as a 
recommeuded micro for the 
planned computer training 
courses duc to start on French 
television this autumn. 

There was never any question 
of Acorn being chasen for what 
looks like being a straight copy 
of the BBC’s experimenL The 
only other micros that were 
considered were French ma- 
chines — the Exelvision of 
CGCT, The super Alice of 
Matra and a version of the 
Minitel by Telic, subsidiaries of 
CIT-ALCATEL. 

But even if the consultations 
had included _[oreign com- 
panies, the, BBC micro would 
never have been accepted. Not 
only would it have t00 
expensive — the MOS costs only 
about £200 — but i1 would nof 
have permitted continued tele- 
vision viewing during computer 
exercises as {he French machine 


oes. 

All would certainly seem set 
for an explosion in MO 5 sales. 
The French computer market is 
only now beginning to take off, 
4According to Thomson's Micro- 
Informatique chairman, Jean 
Gerothwohl, the French marker 
is in exactly the same position 
as the US one was two years 
ago. “Unul now the only people 
who bought micros here were 
enthusiasts who made their own 
programmcs, but now the 
general public is starting to buy 
the machines with ready-made 
software. 

Now French television is 
ırying 10 repeat the success of 
the BBC. Since the beginning of 
ıhis year viewers have bcen 
treated to a series of pro- 
grammes aimed at increasing 
public awareness of what 
compuiers can do. In the 
autumn, weekly initiation pro- 
grammes will be starting and 
various professions will be 
offered higher level courses. 

Although Gerohwohl is 
clearly delighted 1ha1 the MO 5 
has been selected, he does not 
really consider that it can be 
compared with the Acorn.
